In the Office Action, the Examiner requested restriction to one of the following' 
groups of claims under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

I . Claim(s) 1 -32, drawn to a method of providing a polypeptide preparation 
having a reduced content of undesired enzymatic side effects, classified in 
class 435, subclass 184. 

II. Claim(s) 33 and 34, drawn to a milk clotting composition comprising an 
aspartic protease without undesired enzymatic activities, classified in class 
435, subclass 219. 

Applicant traverses the restriction requirement and elects Group I, in the event 
the requirement is made final.
